HILL UNMASKED. 


THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE 
DEFRAYS- HIS ELECTION EX­ 
PENSES OUT OF 
A Fraudulent Deal. 


How He Procured a Valuable Contract for 
O’Brien and Clark In Return for Ten 
Thousand Dollars. 


T H E DAM NING PROOF. 


An Accurate Reproduction of the Famous 
Promissory Note Which Tells its own 
Story. Hill’s Connection with the 
Aqueduct Frauds Exposed. 


Previous to David B. Hill’s election to 
the high office of Governor, and while yet 
ho was an Elmira lawyer, Hubert O. 
Thompson, a shrewd politician and or­ 
ganizer of Now York city, had conceived 
the idea of building a new aqueduct of 
immense proportions, a public work com­ 
paring in magnitude of cost with the 
Tweed court-house. By means of clever 
manipulation the bill, with all its facilities 
for fraud, was carried through the Legis­ 
lature of 1833. A fairly controllable 
Board of Commissioners was appointed, 
and the principal contracts were let to 
the firm of O’Brien & Clark. 
When Hill came upon the scene in 1885 
he began to look about for certain pliable 
persons through whom he could raise the 
necessary funds to defray his election ex­ 
penses. His eagle eyes lighted upon 
O’Brien, who controlled the aqueduct, 
and Squiro, who held the Public Works, 
subject to the will of Hubert O. Thomp­ 
son. Hill won O’Brien by promises of 
political preferment, and he held Squire 
by means of knowledge gained as to a 
disgraceful letter written by him,in which 
he had sold himself body and soul to 
Hubert O. Thompson. 
THB DAMNING PROOF. 
Money was the one thing needful to 
Hill, and to procuro it he issued the 
$10,000 note, a copy of which is here re­ 
produced. The note was endorsed by 
Muller, O’Brien and Clark, negotiated by 
Muller and paid by O’Brien and Clark, 
as shown in evidence produced before 
the Fassett Investigating Committee. 
After Hill’s election the contracts for 
Sections 12, 13 and 14 of the Aqueduct 
were let, as anticipated. O’Brien and 
Clark, through the secret workings of 
Muller and Hill, were preferred to lower 
bidders, and the city lost $54.035. Muller, 
who was in Hill’s office for twenty years, 
was the Governor’s middleman and trusty 
lieutenant throughout the disgraceful pro­ 
ceedings which have come to light. 
When the Aqueduct Commission was 
reorganized in 1886 it was framed in the 
interest of O’Brien and Clark. McCul- 
loch, the incorruptible Secretary was, 
through the machinations of the con­ 
spirators, removed. The Governor had 
things his own way. The majority of the 
commissioners were his creatures, and 
O’Brien and the campaign fund flour­ 
ished. 
The frauds perpetrated upon the tax­ 
payers of New York through the intrigu- 
ings of Governor Hill and his pals would 
be incredible ii they did not stand forth 
in black and white. 
In an editorial article published on 
September 13th the New York Evening 
Post puts the case in a nutshell thus: 
“ The interests of oommon decency re­ 
quire instant attention, just as they did 
in Tweed’s time, when Governor Tilden 
and a host of equally sound Democrats 
came forward to .rescue the government 
of the city and State from a gang of 
thieves. 
“ Now the situation of affairs, so far 
as the State is concerned, is rather worse 
than it was when Tweed waa’plundering in 
the city and the Canal Ring was plunder­ 
ing at Albany. We say that it is rather 
worse, because the Governor of the State 
at that time was personally an honest 
man. It has been proved in a public 
investigation, and is not denied, that this 
man Hül received $10,000 of the money 
of the taxpayers of New York city to pay 
a note which he gave for campaign pur­ 
poses. If this is not wrong, nothing is 
wrong. If this act can be condoned by 
the voters, anything can be condoned.

England Sets Her Greedy Eyes upon 
Our Markets. 


CLEVELAND'S FALSE CHARGES. 
Commenting on the President’s mes­ 
sage concerning the tariff laws Mr. Henry 
Y. Poor in his admirable pamphlet, 
“ Twenty-two Years of Protection," says: 
The message contains a tissue of gross 
and unfounded charges, without a parti­ 
cle of evidence to sustain them, from 
beginning to end—that the country is 
divided, particularly at the North, into 
two great classes, employers and em­ 
ployed; into the owners of manufacturing 
establishments and those working in 
them; the former having the power, by 
means of the tariff, of realizing profits 
far exceeding those made in other indus­ 
tries, these profits to come out of the 
wages of the working-men, whose condi­ 
tion thereby is greatly and unreasonably 
depressed; the tirade against the em­ 
ployers winding up with a caution to 
them, that, unless they speedily abate 
their cruel exactions, they will some 
morning find their houses about their 
ears, through the uprising of an out­ 
raged and indignant people. The whole 
picture is one of wretchedness for the 
laboring man, of arrogance and oppres­ 
sion by the employer. 
Is this picture a true one? On the con­ 
trary, is it not false in every particular? 
What has been the condition of the 
working-man within the period of twenty- 
two years of protection? Not only have 
his wages steadily increased, but the 
prices of every important article of con­ 
sumption, particularly of the prime arti­ 
cles of food, have so decreased that the 
ten hours of daily labor bring to him 
twice the reward, measured by the degree 
of his personal comfort and that of his 
family, that they did twenty years ago.

—Col. Ethan Allen Speaks. 


The following able exposition of Eng­ 
land’s hypocritical efforts tf, influence 
Free Trade in the United States is tho 
work of Colonel Ethan Allen, of New 
York City, and was published in the New 
York Press on October 6: 
“ What are the lessons, asalpeople, which 
we ought to learn from this resume of 
England’s tariff’history? First, that she 
was wise in the plan of pro tection she de­ 
vised; that it advanced her to the front 
of nations and has kept her there; that 
her statesmen were astute and able, and 
what was wise for hei^ in the day when 
she was in the lead as a producer, is now 
just as wise for us when we Inure taken 
herplace. W etave tried) protection, and 
we know that it is rapidly scouring for us 
the advantage it once gave to ¿England. 
Second, that the British cry of free trade 
and its echo here aro false and' insincere 
and are intended only by those who un­ 
derstand it to break down the industrial 
greatness which w© now enjoy. 
NOT A TAX. 
“Our opponents charge that this duty 
to protect our home market and our free 
labor is a tax, and as no man engoys a tax, 
ergo, protection must gof I deny that 
practically it is a tax. It looks so upon 
the statement, but it is i#>t so in the ap­ 
plication. But suppose/it is a tax, 4wliat 
of it? Is a tax so temlile that it should 
be resisted without examination of its ef­ 
fect? All life is made tip cif taxes oil some 
kind. We pay taxes dailjg, from the ris­ 
ing of the sun to its goingi down. When 
we lie down to sleep we tajx a large" part 
of our very existence; wllen we sit down 
to breakfast we tax our Gime; wlien we 
exercise we do the samejif we contribute 
to a church or school wet tax our purse; if 
we give to a charity it isi a tax. It is udit 


the tax per se that should be questioned, 
but, rather, is it a useful or unnecessary 
tax? 
“That our tariff imposes a useful tax 
has been daily answered Binco 1861 in our 
national progress, more marvelous in our 
eyes and in the eyes of the world than all 
the triumphs of our arms. But in effect 
we know a tariff duty does not increase 
the price materially to homo consumers. 
A British ship comes into the bay and 
her owner says, ‘I want to land a million 
of merchandise.’ The nation replies, ‘We 
will charge you so much to do so.’ The 
Englishman answers, ‘I will not pay the 
sum,’ and he sails away with his goods. 
Now, the levying of tliischarge upon him 
has not affected the demand for these 
goods in the United States. The foreigner 
is simply excluded. Our home producer 
lias now tho chance given to him to sup­ 
ply that demaud, and local rivalry forces 
him down to a price sometimes below the 
cost of the foreign goods and the duties 
added thereto. In the latter case, how­ 
ever, our home market not only covers 
the trade, but the money that has chang­ 
ed hands has been retained at homo, 
which would havo gone to enrich a for­ 
eign people liad the foreign goods above 
referred to been admitted on the basis of 
free trade. 
“But our political enemies, although, 
be it said to our glory as a people, our 
friends and valued fellow countrymen, 
after the fight is over, claim that they do 
not favor free trade, but only favor re­ 
form; or in other words, a mere reduc­ 
tion of the tariff, 
This may be so, but 
tho best way to judge of a man or a party 
is not by what is said but by what is done. 
When this republic was fighting for its 
life, and the Democratic party, in the 
main, was supporting the enemy, its 
Northern wing resented tho imputation 
of treason as unjust, because many loyal 
Democrats were upholding the nation’s 
flag. The answer to this resentment was 
crushing, and to tho effect that while all 
Democrats were not traitors, yet certain 
it was that every traitor or copperhead 
was a Democrat; while some good and 
true men remained in the party, yet, true 
it was, that the party as an organization 
furnished aid and comfort to every traitor 
in the land.

to be suspected of an effort to bear up the 
very roadbed which has conducted and is 
still leading us to a marvelous prosperity. 
Let any tariff modification necessary bo 
made by its friends, the Republican 
party, 
TRIUMPHANT t a r if f. 
“It cannot be too often reiterated to 
our people the advance we have made 
since we became a really producing power, 
protected by tariff laws, in 1861. By this 
means we have fought a terrific w ar, paid 
an enormous debt, advanced our credit 
to the front of all nations and become tho 
leading commercial power of the globe. 
More amazing than the transformation of 
Cinderella has been our change, and tho 
tariff is the magic that did it all! Who is 
this modern Erostratus who now pur­ 
poses to fire the Ephesian dome of our 
commercial grandeur? Is it Grover Cleve­ 
land, with the Democratic party behind 
him? Before the foul deed is done may 
they remember these facts, which all good 
patriots and Republicans can never for­ 
get! I havo referred to the coal of Eng­ 
land as being the mainspring of her com­ 
mercial wealth. So it was and is. She 
now mines, it is estimated, about 200,- 
000,000 tons annually. 
Half of this, or 
100,000,000 tons, enter into productivo 
forces. 
It is said that one ton of coal, 
with machinery, is equal to the labor of 
five men annually. Then this 100,000,000 
tons, with tho aid of mechanism, is turn­ 
ing out the work of 500,000,000 human 
’beings. What a power to drive a nation 
onward! How do we stand on coal? In 
1801 we were producing 16,000,000 tons 
and importing the rest. 
But from that 
date we took our real start, as I have said, 
because of the tariff of that year. 
And 
now we produce over 100,000,000 tons per 
annum, with all its capacity to create 
wealth! England is ahead of us yet; but 
we are at her heels, and will push ahead 
if not thwarted by freo trade ruin. In 
this great source of riches and power 
England has 10,000 square miles of coal, 
and we have about 600,000, which, when 
brought into use, will keep us for centu­ 
ries the peer of the rest of tho whole 
world united. 
Based upon our coal 
oomes the vast increase in iron ore,4n pig 
iron, our railroads, our manufactures, 
giving employment to millions of men. 
\ “But an appeal is made to the farmer, 
that while others are protected he is not, 
and that the ‘tax, ’ as duties are called, 
comes out of him. The farmer raises his 
beef and grain, and his main desire is a 
purchaser at the best price. His produce 
hoarded at home avails him nothing.

T he London Stan d ard abuses L ord Salisbury, 
bu t adds that “ if Lord Sackville has l>een 
rig htly treated, we cannot reproach Mr. Cleve.

The Manchester G u ard ian , in its let­ 
te r from London, gives inform ation that 
“ L ord Salisbury told Mr. Phelps that he con­ 
sidered Lord Sackville im prudent, and had 
received Lord Saekville’s resignation, hut did 
not thin k the letter warranted him in accept­ 
in g it or in recalling the m inister.” Then fol­ 
low s this remarkable but tru thfu l arraign­ 
m en t

Mr. 
Cleveland’s 
sincerity:

some cases manufacturers of woolen cloths 
and of wool carpets announce their adherence 
to the Cleveland platform, but ii is in every 
case because they want free wool because it 
will lower the cost and importation. They 
do not care how it will operate on the farmer, 
who makes his living by wool growing. The 
selfish instinct is most coolly displayed by 
every one of them. 
They are willing' 
to have free trade in everything but their 
own products. 
They look upon the threat 
ened ruin of the wool growers with perfect 
calmness. 
Yet every one of these manufac­ 
turing converts went to Washington and 
begged and prayed the Mills Committee not 
to take the duty oil their manufactures for it 
would ruin them, but to take it off the farm­ 
ers’ wool, for that does not make any differ­ 
ence. 
The laboring men all understand this, 
for they are of an unusually high degree of 
intelligence in this country. 
It may be that 
the tariff alone does not make laborers’ 
wages high in this country.

telligence, 
industry 
and 
the 
sobriety 
of the laborer, but the tariff helps ail 
the same. 
One might as well argue that 
labor would be just as high here as it is now if 
there "was no market for products as to 
say it will be just as high were the markets 
all flooded with English products. 
Over­ 
production shuts down many of our mills 
now for two or three months in each year. 
How would it be if the market was overstock­ 
ed all the time by English productions? If 
that did not lower wages it wottlddoawor.se 
thing. 
It would stop- them altogether, and 
for all the year, as our own over-production 
now occasionally does. 
But the tariff matter is not all that is op­ 
erating to overwhelm the Democracy this 
year with disaster. 
The old soldier vote is

Our liome market, because of our protec­ 
tive tariff iii m ultiplying wage earners ¡ 
and their demands, has to-day a buying 
volume of $30'000,000,000 per year. 
The 
foreign market of the whole world, prob­ 
ably, does not exceed $5,000,000,000, and 
of this we only get about $700,000,000. 
Free trade would not increase the source 
of our sales abroad, because it is govern­ 
ed by conditions foreign to us. 
Now, 
upon which can the farmer better rely 
for liis sales, the vast demand of our for­ 
eign market, or this lesser demand upon 
foreign shores. 
¡ 
' “But free trade, pure and simple, is 
controlling one of our greatest industries, 
aud we know exactly how it works. 
We 
need not speculate about its results, but 
we can speak from actual experience. In 
the great m atter of shipbuilding we have 
practically free trade, as untrammeled as 
Mr. Cobden himself could desire it. 
We 
may control the conditions of the build­ 
ing of our vessels by tariff laws, but we 
cannot regulate their uses, or the demand 
for them upon the waters. 
The oceans of 
the globo belong to no one nation, and 
arc not subject to restrictive protective 
laws. Upon their surface all nations must 
take their chance, with such advantage as 
each can bring into the rivalry for the 
supremacy of the sea. 
The waters that 
flow around the world are neutral, and 
no tariff laws will affect the equal fidelity 
with which they float any and every keel. 


RUIN TO SHIPBUILDING, 
“ Well, then, how do we stand with 
G reat Britain in the industry of building 
ships under the aegis..of free trade? Why, 
to-day she is the greatest carrying power 
of the globe, and we cannot even cross 
an ocean’s league except under the favor 
of her flag. 
This power of transporta­ 
tion, which no one now disputes with her, 
enables her to reach her briarean arms 
to all hemispheres, and to command trade 
which otherwise we could contend for. 
One thousand millions a year is the value 
of her trade with tho States of South 
America, secured by her shipping facili­ 
ties, and lost to us fpr the want of them. 
Her shipyards at homo silence Vulcan 
with their noisy hammers, but our own 
shipyards are as quiet as the grave. 
“ Shall this ruin to our marine interests, 
under the same tegis of free trade, be ex­ 
tended to onr other industries with the 
same blighting result? 
How does Eng­ 
land maintain this lead upon the waves, 
and why are we powerless to change it? 
It is simply a question of wages and of 
labor. 
Wo pay our artisans and mechan­ 
ics from 100 to 200 per cent, more than 
England, and hence when the vessel is 
equipped for her voyage she costs that 
much more. 
The only way to compete 
successfully with England in this is to cut 
down tho wages of our workmen to her 
standard and extend this reduction to all 
the supplies of our craft, and then, but 
not till then, will we transfer the resound­ 
ing thunders of the Clyde to our own 
shores. 
But are our workmen ready for 
this reduction? Are our people ready for 
it? 
Ls that patriotism, which ought to 
leap to battle if necessary to protect our 
workingman from danger, because this 
great republic is peculiarly his, and is 
borne upon his shoulders, ready for this? 
Wo think not, and the trium phant elec­ 
tion of Harrison and Morton must answer 
•No I’ 
1 ‘But we may take hope from experience 
that the Democratic party will yet see the 
error of its policy aud admit it, as it has 
often done in tho past. 
It has a faculty 
for blundering in the wrong direction, 
but when straightened up by tho Repub­ 
lican party in the right way it condones 
its fault by confession, until it blunders 
again!

English 
Farmers Eagerly 
Looking for 


Free Trade In Amerita.—Hear what 


a Close Observer has to Say. 


The following extracts are taken from 
a series of thoughtful and timely letters 
written from London by Hon. Albert D. 
Shaw to tho Little Falls Journal and 
Courier: 
I have no doubt whatever, that the 
farmers of our country to-day live in 
happier homes, and are filling a station 
in life pre-eminently superior to that of 
tho workers of the soil in Great Britain. 


A FREE TRADE HOME. 
1 have talked to workers about their 
earnings, their prospects and their fami­ 
lies. 
It was the same old story, “ low 
wages, dark outlook and no chanco for 
the children!” I went to see a barrack­ 
like row of farm laborers’ cottages, each 
with but one room—the kitchen, parlor 
and sitting-room combined, below, and 
two bed-rooms above. 
Tho floor below 
was of stone flags, scoured clean and 
white, and the simple furniture looked 
tidy, but the room was small and the sur­ 
roundings simple and cheap. 
The rent 
for each “ cottage,” all in a row, was 
2 | 6, equal to five shillings per week. The 
farm laborers living in these cottages 
averaged 
thirteen 
shillings, equal to 
$3.25 per week, stated wages the year 
round, with “ extras” in harvesting, 
covering six weeks; and, beside, a gift of 
nearly enough from each “ m aster” was 
expected to pay the rent of the cottage 
for the year. 
Each laborer boards himself, as a rule, 
the hard times for the farmer who em­ 
ploys the laborers now being an excuse 
for cutting off fonner extras in the shape 
of beer, bread and cheese, except in some 
rare instance. 
I asked a laborer how he 
managed to live on such wages. 
“ Oh,” was his reply, “ we has to do 
it.” 
“ But how can it be dono?” I again 
asked. 
“ Well, sir,” said he, “ we does it 
somehow as we can.” 
“ How much can j*ou save each year?” 
I queried. 
W ith a curious smile, looking down on 
the ground, he replied: 
“ Nout; noa, we saves nout.” 
I said to one, while on my visit in the 
country; “ W hat do you think of protec­ 
tion in the United States?” 
“ Aye,” said he, in an animated way, 
‘ ‘ Americans looks out for their o wnselves, 
and keeps the pauper labor from glutting 
their markets with their cheap stuff, sir, 
and that’s what we want, and badly, I 
can tell you. ” 


A BIG ENGLISH SHAM. 
In conversation with an official of tho 
National Association for the Preservation 
of Agriculture, very recently, he said to 
me: “ Town and country alike, are suffer­ 
ing from the present free-import system. 
A few persons, comparatively, of fixed 
incomes, and a few importers and ven­ 
ders of the productions of foreign labor, 
and a few manufacturers profit by our 
‘free trade,’ but the farmers and farm 
laborers—well, they are growing poorer 
every year. 
Free trade is a sham, a big 
sham, Bir, and the farmers of this coun­ 
try are waking up to this fact very keenly. ” 
In a further questioning as to what 
reasons he assigned the present bad times 
among farmers here, he replied: “ Simply 
to the low price of Indian wheat, grown 
by laborers who get two pence (four 
cents) a day, and who sleep on the ground, 
eat rice, and need no clothing, or very 
little. And to foreign meats coming 
from Australia, Queensland, and from 
all over, where lands are very cheap. ” 
“ If it was not for your American duty 
on wheat,” he continued, “ yon would 
have some of this same wheat all along 
your Atlantic sea-coast to compete with 
your American product.” 
^ 
1 
I have taken pains to find out the retail 


prices of a great many articles used by 
farm laborers over here, but I find the 
greatest difficulty in this comparison. 
Shoes are sold from five shillings ($1.25) 
to nine shillings ($2.25) per pair—in the 
first place no American fanner would 
wear them, and in the second a better 
shoe for the same money can he had with 
us. 
Cotton goods are as cheap—and in 
many lines cheaper—in our country than 
I found them here. I priced a good 
many articles such as calico, sheeting, 
hardware, clothing, knit goods, etc., etc., 
and I was astonished to find that the 
comparison in prices was so nearly even, 
taking our American country retail prices 
for a standard. 
Tea and coffee and rice 
pay a duty in Great Britain—as does 
tobacco and spirits. 
One of the stale and silly'- statements 
made by Democratic newspapers in re­ 
gard to cost of manufactured articles—as 
compared with foreign prices—consists in 
claiming that all such things are just as ¡

A correspondent of tho Troy Times

m our country has made the American i 
urticle very nearly-—and often quite—as 
cheap as the same kind and finish can be 
bought for here. 
If our farmers had to 
rely on the foreign demand for wheat, 
pork, and cheese, to return them reward 
for their toil, aud have no good home 
market for the perishable vegetable pro­ 
duct of their fawns, they would surely be 
in a worse way very soon than the for­ 
eigners are now in Great Britain. 
The English farmer, the one who rents 
the land from the great feudal land 
owners, is in a very bad way indeed, and 
losing money every year. 
Mr. Poynter, 
a large agriculturalist, assures me that 
they are not receiving one nnd a half per 
cent, on an average, for their money used 
in stocking and running farms. 
Such is 
the present position of farming in Free 
Trade England, and American farmers 
and farm laborers may well say, “ We 
want none of this in ours, if you please.” 


GERMANS FOR HIGH LICENSE. 


PUBLIC DECENCY DEMANDS THAT LOW SA­ 
LOONS SHOULD BE CROWDED OUT. 
Alexander von Landberg, editor and 
proprietor 
of 
the 
Syracuse 
Union, 
a German newspaper of large influence 
in the State, expresses himself in the 
Syracuse Journal as follows: 
‘I always advocate high license in my 
paper. 
The idea of the Prohibition party 
that wo shouldn’t sell intoxicating drinks 
is nonsense. 
High license will regulate 
tho liquor business. 
It will increase 
public morals and in more ways than one 
benefit every community. 
I believe 
that a majority of the Germans in this 
State will favor it. 
“ ‘Public decency,’ ” said the editor, ‘de­ 
mands that low saloons should be crowded 
out. W arner Miller deserves great credit 
for the stand he has taken on high license. 
His boldness in advancing liis views is 
only equalled by liis soundness on the 
great question. 
“ Governor, Hill, in vetoing the high 
license bill showed himself a hypocrite of 
the deepest dye, and to the marrow of 
his backbone. ” 
As to the growth of tho high license 
movement Mr. von Landberg said: “ I 
think that tho German citizens of this 
city are more strongly in favor of high 
license than they were formerly, and I 
know of a number of them who hereto­ 
fore voted the Democratic ticket, who 
this time will vote for the Republican 
candidates. 
Some people say thaUa man 
will drink just as much if there are not 
so many saloons. 
They will not. 
Men 
are tempted when the evil is at every hand, 
and passing by a saloon every few steps is 
where they yield. 


GERMAN AMERICAN PROSPERITY. 
I think that Harrison and Morton are 
gaining strength every day and will be 
elected,” continued Mr. von Landberg. 
“ Harrison has the confidence of the 
people as he richly deserves. 
Wages 
here are at least 50 per cent, ‘higher 
than in Germany, while it costo just 
as much for groceries and more for 
meats over there than here. 
If the Ger­ 
mans here consult their own good sense 
they will remember these facts. Once 
give Germany a chance to get their 
goods into this market and seo how they 
would overran us. 
Then we shonld be 
compelled to shut up our factories or cut 
down wages. 
Very few of the laboring 
class in Germany own their houses, 
while here just glance around the north 
side and witness the working people’s 
prosperity. 
Take off the duties and they 
would be able to drowa our markets.” 


if the Democratic programme of Free 
Trade is carried out. 
In many instances 
the data upon wliicli he bases his report 
was furnished by Democrats. 
At the 
present time, nine out of thirty-four fur­ 
naces in that region are in operation,and 
idleness and consequent distress fall to 
the k)t of the unfortunate workmen. 
Both employers and employees under­ 
stand what has brought about this state 
of things, aud are bitterly denouncing 
Democratic Free Trade folly. 
The Times correspondent w rites— 
Ou the 30th day of June, I was on an 
east-bound train of the ®gdensburgh aud 
Lake Champlain railroad. 
W hen the 
train pulled into the station at Chateau- 
gay it was boarded by a number of men 
who, by their appearance, were plainly 
workmen in the iron forges located at 
Belmont, six miles south from Chateau- 
gay. 
So many iron workers taking leave 
at once led to inquiry as to tho cause of 
their departure. 
One of their number, a 
hammersman at the Belmont forge,stated 
to me that the forges were closed, and 
the men on the train were on their way to 
their homes. Further questioning elicited 
the information that the Clayburgh forgo 
was closed,and that the furnace atStaud- 
ish had shut down, aDd that at the mines 
a comparatively small force were em­ 
ployed in mining oro. 
I sent the facts 
to you under date of July 2, since which 
time I have discovered that the Standish 
furnace was not closed until about the 
middle of July, that it is the intention of 
the management to start the furnace 
again after some changes or repairs are 
made, that six of the fourteen fires at the 
Belmont forge have been started, and 
that three out of seven fires at the New 
Russia forge are running, or in all, nine 
fires out of a total of thirty-four located 
as follows: Sixteen at Belmont, seven at 
Clayburgh, seven at New Russia and four 
at Plattsburgh. 


OTHER IDLE FURNACES. 
The charcoal furnace at Plattsburgh 
has been idle some months. 
I also stated 
that the Crown Point furnace was idle, 
that cold forges marked the progress of 
Democratic ideas at Wood’s Falls, Irona 
and Altoona. 
And instantly I was accus­ 
ed of misrepresentation and falsehood 
by Democratic newspapers, which has­ 
tened to say that William W. Wood, at 
Wood’s Falls, closed up by assignment 
several years since, but, probably through 
inadvertence, neglected to state that up 
to April, 1888, that gentleman’s forges 
were running, making iron for the Chat- 
eaugay ore and iron company. 
Nor do 
they seem at all dcsirious to discuss the 
causes that have, more than any other, 
or all others, conduced to the present 
mournful condition of the iron industries 
of the country. 


THE MARGIN OF PROFIT—LABOR’S SHARE. 
Take, for instance, the Crown Point 
furnace, that was running on Bessemer 
pig-iron, to produce which, under the 
most favorable conditions, with no stop­ 
pages or breaking of machinery, with all 
the most approved mechanical appliances, 
cost $17.50 per ton at Crown Point, and 
$1.50 per ton freight to New York, or $19 
per ton in that market. British Bessemer 
pig-iron is to-day quoted in New York at 
$10.75 per ton, free on board, duty $6.70 
per ton, and freight $1.75 per ton, mak­ 
ing a total of $19.20 per ton, leaving the 
American manufacturer a net profit of 
twenty-six cents per ton, out of which to 
pay for repairs, interest, insurance and 
all necessary outlays. The Mills bill pro- 


would enable the English producer to 
put Bessemer pig-iron in the m arket at a 
profit for $1.74 per ton less than it costs 
the American m anufacturer to produce 
it. 
The “ raw m aterial” costs no m ore in 
this country than in Eugland; the differ­ 
ence between $17.50*and $10.25 is the 
exact amount paid for labor to tho Ameri­ 
can laborer in excess of th at paid the 
English laborer for the same work, pro­ 
vided the English shipper delivers his 
iron at cost, but if at the above prices he 
makes a profit; that profit m ust come out 
of the labor and be added to the $0.75 
per ton to make up the sum of difference 
in wages paid by English and American 
manufacturers for the same service. Pru- 
deucc and distrust combined to close the 
Crown Point furnace. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION. 
The only commodity that confronts 
the charcoal billet and bloom iron of Ibis 
country to-day is the Swedish bar iron. 
Ninety-five per cent, of the total Am eri­ 
can production of charcoal billet iron is 
the product of Clinton, Franklin and 
Essex Counties. This iron is largely used 
for the m anufacture of crucible steel,and 
costs to produce, $42 per ton; $40.95 per 
ton of this oostis for labor, and $1.05 per 
ton for material. 
Tho items m aking up 
these totals can be found on page 6,408 of 
the Congressional Record, are furnished 
by th&miost competent authority and nro 
embodied in the speech of Hon. John 
Moflltt, who, with an experience of six­ 
teen years in the m anufacture of iron, 
and, as the present manager of the Bel­ 
mont forges, is fully qualified to speak on 
the subject. 
Democratic journals are 
vehement in their defense of the propos­ 
ed tariff changes, and stoutly deny th at 
foreign-made iron has materially affected 
the price in this country. 
The total pro­ 
duction of billets and blooms in the 
United States in 1887 was 15,088 tons, 
while the importations were 161,590 ton.s

STRONG REASONS WHY THE THIRD PARTY

A correspondent of tho W atertown 
Post expresses in tho following sensible 
letter the sentiments of hundreds of tem ­ 
perance men who are not extremists: 
I concede there is great force in tho 
belief, presumed to be a fact, that prohi­ 
bition as a State measure, either statu­ 
tory by legislative enactment, or by a 
constitutional amendment, is not attain­ 
able at the present time. The same popu­ 
lar vote that would defeat the constitu­ 
tional amendment would be cast to elect 
a Governor to veto a legislative enact­ 
ment of prohibition. 
The liquor majori­ 
ties in the large cities, as against State 
prohibition, are very likely larger than 
the temperance majorities in the rural 
districts. It proved to be so in Michigan. 
To secure prohibition in the State as a 
whole, a great deal of missionary work 
will need to be done yet. 
It may, as you 
say, take some years to impart the neces­ 
sary culture. 
But by the county option 
and high license road good long strides 
in the direction of prohibition could be 
taken at once; aud as your Three Mile 
Bay correspondent well says, the “ good 
works” of the counties under that regim e 
‘ ‘ might so shine ” as to lead others to 
follow their example. 
Third party action 
does divide the temperance vote; there 
can be no denying tha1-. 
And it is almost equally apparent that 
the Republican party, in which the great 
body of the temperance voters are, is not 
likely to dissolve itself because of the 
exodus from its fold of the more ardent 
prohibitionists. 
National success this 
year, as now seems quite certain, will re ­ 
store its prestige and give it renew ed 
confidence of a larger lease of power. 
The Republican party has been tho great 
reform party of this generation, and 
although it may have been taking rather 
a long nooning on the temperance ques­ 
tion, it does not follow that its heart of 
reform is dead, nor that when fairly 
rested it will not take up this w aiting 
work and prosecute it.
